DAUGHTER FINDS 
BODY OF WOMAN 


Victim of Knife Made No 
Outcry Which Others in 
Carr Street Boarding 
House Heard, but Had 
Quarreled, With Him Pre- 
viously. | 


John Dausch stabbed Mrs. Margaret 
Kennedy to death at 8:30 a. m., Fri- 
day, in her room in a boarding house 
at 1529 Carr street, and within a half 
hour afterward killed himself by swal- 
lowing carbolic acid in a hallway at 
12315 Biddle street. | 

Dausch’s jealousy, because Mrs. Ken- 
nedy preferred his uncle, Edward 
Dausch, to him, is believed to have been 
the cause of the double tra~edy. 

Twelve-year-old Emma Kennedy, who 
entered her mother’s room a few min- 
utes after Dausch had gone away 
from the house, found. Mrs. Kennedy's 
-body, and her screams summoned Mrs. 
Margaret Tracewell, proprietor of the 
boarding house, and William Cliff, a 
boarder. 

They found the body lying across the 
bed, the clothing disarranged, with stab 
wounds in the heart, the jugular vein 
and the left temple. The lips were 
seared with carbolic acid from a bottle 
which lay on the floor. 

Killed Without Outery. 

The body of. the woman was stil 
warm. The kill » which must have oc- 
ctired a few minutes before, had beeu 
dore th. ‘wjlence. "No sound of any out- 
cty or struggle had reached Mrs. Trace- 
vel and Cliff, Who had been sitting in 
the kitchen, directly beneath Mrs. Ken- 
nedy’s room. 

Dausch’s body was found soon after- 
werd, two blocks away, but was not rec- 
ogn:zed, and the discovery was not at 
first connected by the police with the 
Givappearance of Dausch, for whom they 
Were then making search of the neigh- 
Dor hood. 

Cliff, who went to the. morgue with 
Mrs. Kennedy’s body, remained there 
for a time, and, seeing Dausch’s body 
brought itn, identified it ‘at once. 

John Dausch and Mrs. Kennedy be- 
came boarders at Mrs. Tracewell’s at 
the same time, 18 months ago. Mra. 
Tracewell did not like Dausch, who, she 
soid, was irregular in paying his board 
and last April, she said Friday, she or- 


“dered him to quit the house. 


Quarrels With the Woman. 

At the time of his departure from the 
house Daysch had a violent quarrel 
with Mrs. Kennedy. She and her little 
girl continued to bard at Mrs. Trace- 
well's. Where John Dausch went, Mrs 
Tiacéwell does not know. For a time 
he gave no further trouble. 

Soen after he left, his uncle, Edward 
Dausch, became a frequent visitor at 
the house, and showed marked atten- 
thons to Mrs. Kennedy. He soon be- 
Cume a boarder, and was in Mrs. Ken- 
pedy’s company most of his leisure 
time. 

Within the last few weeks John 
Dausch had resumed his visits, usu- 
‘ally choosing a time when his ‘uncle 
was away. Once he struck Mrs. Ken- 
nedy, causing her to call for help, and 
at another time she complained to 
Mrs. Tracewell he threatened to kill 
her. 

When John Dausch arrived at the 
house Friday he was not seen by Mrs, 
Tracewell or Cliff. They were sur- 
prised when, at 8:30, they saw him 
in a strange, almost 
crouching posture, seemingly paying 
no attention to them. 

As he passed out through an alley, 
Mrs. Tracewell said to little Emma 
Kennedy, “Go upstairs and see why 
your mamma doesn’t come down to 
breakfast. ” 

Child Gives the Misiiinn. 

A moment later the child's shriekg 
summoned those below to the room. 

Mrs. Kennedy was 36 years old. 
Her husband’s whereabouts were not 
known to Mrs. Tracewell.

of Commons last night. 

Men Reject Royal Commission. 
When the suggestion of a royal com- 

mission was made by Premier Asquith 
yesterday it was accepted by the man- 
agers, but rejected by the men, who 
seemed to feel that such an arrangement 
would mean a long delay in the adjust- 
ment of their grievances. 

The Chancellor explained that the men 
had misunderstood the Premier's propo- 
sal. It was intended, he said, to give 
them fair play, and not “‘to lure out of 
their hands the great weapon of strik- 
ing.” 

The plan was to appoint a commission 
of three, one from the railway compa- 
nies, one from the ‘strikers and the 
t!ird, the chairman, a man well known 
for his impartiality. Its members would 
‘be appointed Saturday, and its delib- 
erations begin Monday. The Chancellor 
said he had not given up hope that the 
employes would accept this arrangement 
when its purpose wefe thoroughly un- 
derstood. 

The statement of the Chancellor had 
much to do with preventing a mre 
general: response to the leader's call 
for a strike. Many even of the union 
men were reluctant to quit, so long as 
‘there. was a possibility of their griev- 
ances being considered by an impartial 
body. 

50,000 Troops in London. 

Fifty thousand troops arrived in 
London during the night and early 
morning found them encamped, at 

ints where they were able to pro- 
tect the lines of communication ac- 
cording to a plan worked out months 
ago by a commission composed of 
railroad men and military men ap- 
pointed to adopt a scheme for pro- 
tecting these lines in the event of 
foreign invasion.

She said she had been in the 
service of the family four years and dur- 
ing that time had never heard Mrs. Mc- 
(.ullough quarrel with her husband. 
‘“Mhey seemed to be very happy,’’ the 
traid said. 

Leaves $1000 to Maid. 

Mrs. Myrtle Reed McCullough was 
author of ‘‘Lavender and Old Lace,” 
“Love Letters of a Musician,’’ ‘‘Love 
Affairs of Literary Men,” and many 
other books. 

Mrs. McCullough’s body was found by 
the maid to whom she left a note and 
a check for $1000. Mrs. McCullough was 
37 years old and was born in Chicago. 
That death was intentiona! was indi- 
cated by the following note, which the 
writer left (on her maid’s dresser: 
‘“‘Dear Annie—I am leaving you a 
check for $1000 for your true and faith- 
ful service during four years. Tf my 
husband had been as good and kind to 
me and as considerate as you, I would 
not be going where I am now. 

“MRS. MAC.” 

Enclosed in the note was a check for 
$1000. 

Model Husband Contest. 

Anna Larsen, the maid, had gone out, 
and found the note in her room when 
she returned at 9:30. She rushed, into 
Mrs. McCullough’s room and found her 
dead. 

The reference to her husband in the 
note was a surprise to friends of Mrs. 
McCullough. “Paradise Flat,” as her 
home gwas known, long had been a fa- 
vorite gathering place for a select circle 
of the writer’s acquaintances. She gave 
many unique entertainments. 

Among these was a “‘model husband 
contest,’ which took place last year. 
Each woman guest ‘‘ent -ed’’ her hus- 
banc for the honor of being designated 
the “finest husband in the world.’’ The 
men paraded, sewed buttons and de- 
ported themselves at their best, and 
tLeir wives extolled their virtues in 
written essays. On that occasion, large- 
ly through the eloquent praises of his 
wife, McCullough received first’ prize 
as the ‘‘model husband.’’ 


Overdose, Says Doctor, 
Mrs. McCullough undressed and re- 


tired in her usual manner b ‘ore taking 
the fatal dose. The maid aroused the 
neighbors and called two physicians, but 
the police were not informed of the 
death until three hours after it oc- 
curred. 

The family physician, Dr. Newton Dv. 
Lee, said: 

“Mrs. McCullough had: been troubled 
with insomnia for some time and I un- 
derstand that she had been using sleep- 
ing powders. She died from an overdose 
of some drug and most probably it was 
the one she had been using to induce 
slumber.”’ 

There was a pretty romance connected 
with her marriage to McCullough,, a 
romance that some persons said was 
cleverly described in her story, ‘“‘A Spin- 
ner of the Sun,” published about the 
time of her marriage, in 1906. .

James Henry Thomas, labor member 
of Parliament for Derby and assistant 
secretary of the Amalgamated Society 
of Railway Servants, issued a state- 
ment in which he asserted that the 
strikers had almost paralyzed the whole 
railway system of the United Kingdom. 

The Government proposal for a Royal 
Commissién was considered by join‘ 
committees of the railway society dur- 
ing the forenoon, but the men did not 
change or alter their position that the 
managers must deal directly with them. 

Welsh Reads Tied Up. 

Throughout Wales where the unions 
are strong there was almost a total 
stoppage of traffic. No trains were able 
to get through to Fishguard. 

As the day progressed more serious 
reports came in. Strikers took posses- 
sion of the railway line at Lianelly, a 
seaport of Wales, and succeeded in re- 
pulsing the police who attempted to 
drive them off. At several of the out 
of way places in Wales signal boxes 
were burned. 

Two hundred men employed on the 
Caledonia Railway went out and ef- 
forts were made to bring about a gen- 
eral .strike in Scotland. The threat to 
call a general strike of teamsters 
throughout the country is thought likely 
not to be enforced,.as the men appear 
satisfied with the settlement recently 
reached.

C Taussig, in an interview with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Friday, 
analyzed the City Hospital bill and 
pointed out what he considers its 
glaring defects. This bill is cham- 
pioned by Hospital Commissioner Mor- 
fit and the Hospital Board as a rem- 
edy for all the evils revealed at the 
City eleemosynary institutions by the 
House of Delegates investigation. 
The Comptroller said he wished to 
make it clear that he was not antag- 
onizing the Hospital Commissioner 
and the Hospital Board in their ef- 
forts to improve conditions at the 
city institutions. He declared he had 
not voiced his objections to the hos- 
pital bill until his opinion had been’ 
sought by the Municipal Assembly, 
and that he had done so then only in 
the discharge of his public duty. 
“We all feel that there are some spots 
in the hospital service that ought to be 
improved,”” said Comptroller Taussig. 


‘“‘We are all willing to co-operate with 
the Hospital Commissioner and the Hos- 
pital Board to better conditions. The 
trouble with the Hospital Board is that 
it wants to do everything at once, with- 
out any consideration for the needs 
of other city departments. It seems to 
be unwilling to build up gradually, as 
other departments are compelled to do. 


INCREASE OF SALARIES. 
elf HE first thing the bill attempts 


to do is to horizontally increase 
the salaries of all employes of 

the institutions.

“It. is true the Hospital Board could not 
expend money not appropriated for sai- 
aries, but it might use all of its ap- 
propriation in six or: nine months, and 
the city would either have to- pro- 
vide more money or close the institu- 
tions—and nobody would stand for that. 

“I do not think for a moment the 
present Hospital Commissioner and Hos- 
pital Board would abuse the power 
granted by this bill, but it throws down 
the bars, and would give unlimited op- 
portunities for a corrupt administra- 
tion of the hospital affairs. 


“It may be that the $7,000,000 now ex- 
pended in salaries is not properly dis- 
tributed, but the salary question, if 
taken up at all, should be thoroughly in- 
vestigated with respect to the needs of 
ull departments. I know some men in 
the hospital service who are eager to 
held the jobs they have, and I do not 
think increasing their salaries would im- 
prove their efficiency.

“‘T have tried to provide funds for the 
proper conduct of every city depart- 
ment, but demands are made upon the 
trousury almost every day that cannot 
be granted. I am trying to do the best 
i can for every department, with the

cuts here and there in the other depart- 
iezits, and I think it would be unwise 
to give the Hospital Department entire 
financial and appointive independence, 
such as it is seeking under this bill. 

“It has been said that I would not let 
the Hospital Department have the 
money to buy the necessary food for the 
institutions. The faet is that the hos- 
p:tals do not use al! their food appropri- 
ations. 

“The figures show at a glance just 
what the corditions are. For the pur- 
pose of making the appropriations cover 
the requirements of the entire vear, the 
hospitals are allowed a certain amoun* 
of money for each four months’ period. 


ALWAYS FOOD SURPLUS. 

é¢ Breeetan of the higher price of 

vegetables, as the result of dry 

weather, some of the institu- 
tions have exceeded their appropriations 
on that item. These figures show, how- 
ever, that there should be no scarcity of 
fcod at tfle hospitals. The expenditures 
at the infirmary run 4@ little closer to 
the appropriations, but all institutions 
have a considerable food supply surplus 
Jeft to the credit of their four-months’ 
allowances. 

‘I am not familiar with conditions in 
the hospitals. I do not know whether 
the evils complained of actually exist. 
‘In taking a stand against the bill I have 
atiermpted merely to discharge my duty 
as i saw’it. We do not need laws for 
good officials. They will not abuse their 
rower. But we do need laws for bad 
officials to prevent abuse of power. 

‘Some departments, like the Street De- 
partment, have a discriminatory power 
to employ extra help for emergencies, 
but the limit both as to numbers and 
salories is fixed—something, as [ have 
pointed out, entirely lacking in the hos-

|Higher Square Roof Would Ruin 
Beauty of City Hall, Say Experts 

















But President. Reber of Public Improvements 


Board Says Plan to Add Two Stories Would 
Give Officials Much Needed Office Room. 





T. LOUIS architects, 

S for the Post-Dispatch, agreed Fri- 
day that the proposed plan of 
President Reber of the Board of Public 
Improvements of adding two stories to 
the City Hall would spoil it architec- 
turally. 

Reber’s plan is to eliminate the ‘“‘gin- 
gerbread’”’ of the roof by raising the 
fourth story to a.f:ll story and putting 
another story on top of it, giving the 
building a square roof to conform in 
some degree to the new Municipal 
Courts Building, which stands just west 
of it. / 

“The city officials are agreed,” 
ber said Friday, ‘“‘that the City Hall 
should be remodeled to give more of- 
fice room. By raising the fourth story 
and adding another about 66 2-3 per cent 
more room will be added to the build- 
ing. 

‘There a great deal of ginger- 
bread about the roof of the building 
that is of absolutely no use. _ Little 
stone pinnacles all over the roof have 
been a positive menace for several 
years. The pinnacles are held in place 
by iron rods which are inbedded in the 
roof below. These rods have been rust- 
ing and the pinnacles have been falling 
off as a result. I have had a large 
number of them removed already. 


Work for His Successor. 
I believe that. by the time I 


't 

go out of office I will have the 
plans for the remodeling completed so 
that my successor can carry out the 
scheme.”’ 

W. D. Crowell of the architectural firm 
of Mauran, Russell & Crowell, in the 
Chemical Building, said that the roof of 
the city hall could not be changed with- 
eut remodeling the entire lower part of 
the building as well. 


“I was shocked,” said Crowell, ‘“‘when 
I saw the announcement of Reber’s plan, 
It.cceins a shame to ruin such an artistic 
building. I consider the city hall one of 
the handsomest buildings of St. Louis. 
The roof effect is the most beautifui 
par: of the chateau style, of which the 
building is an example.

OHN I. HAYNES of Barnett, Haynes 
J & Barnett, in the Century Buiiding, 

said that he would not like to pass 
on Reber’s plans until he knew exactly 
what they were, but that the style of 
the building required just the sort of 
roof that the city hall now has. 

“T consider the present building a 
fine example of the chateau type and 
think that it is a beautiful buflding.

] Union Station and who was con- 
sulting architect after the City 








Hall was completed, said that it would 
be impossible to change the roof of the 
building without spoiling the entire 
structure. 

“Fhe building is a reproduction of the 
Hotel de Ville (city hall) of Paris,’’ 
said Link, “‘but it is only a fairly good 
copy. The building is not sufficiently 
ornate for the type. Besides, the color- 
ing is wretched and the general plan 
unfortunate. The silhouette of the roof 
at twilight is beautiful. 
ing should be in the country.”’ 

Link says that when the plans fpr the 
eity hall were selected in 1891 there was 
a competition for the best designs. It 
was announced that the plans were to 
be for a strictly business building.

By his veto of the wool bill Mr. Taft nas de- 
“berately put himself on the side of the extreme 
yrotectionists of his party. 

The schedule of the Payne-Aldrich tariff which 
he denounced as “indefensible” he himself now 
defends against amendment by Congress. 

The very duties which he declared “should have 
been lowered,” he alone now prevents Congress 
from lowering. 

The taxes which he asserted were not lowered, 
“because a combination of representatives from 
the. wool-growing sections of the East and West 
had a majority in Congress that was overwhe!m- 
ing,” are again not to be lowered, not because a 
majority in Congress opposes it, but because 
Mr. Taft opposes it. His veto serves the same 
purpose as the combination of representatives 
from the manufacturing and wool-growing sec- 
tions served in retaining oppressive taxes. 

In a few months the Tariff Board, a body with- 
out power or influence, a body held in absolute 
contempt by the high protectionists with whom 
Mr. Taft has taken sides, will report. Therefore 
nothing must be done. ‘Therefore the abuses of 
the tariff, must be maintained and injustices per- 
petuated.

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FRANCF  ~“S HERE AND ELSEWHERE. 

In consis..:2g a’ waterpower franchise at 
Birmingham, Ala., the national House of Repre- 
sentatives summarily reduced its length from 
50 to 25 years. Chicago’s street railway ad- 
justment brought with it 20-year franchises. In 
Cleveland the street railway company found 
25-year franchises mighty acceptable even with 
fares reduced to three cents. In: Detroit re- 
newals of expired franchises have been flatly 
refused and -the chief street railway lines have 
been running without franchises for two years 
and paying rent by the day to the city for the 
use of the streets, 

In none of these cases was service impaired 
by the brevity or instability of the franchises. 
The Chicago lines were rebuilt and the city has 
been paid 65 per, cent of the net earnings | 
amounting to many millions. In Detroit the 
street railway company is spending hundreds 
cf thousands of dollars on its unfranchised lines. 
But in St. Louis a 60-year franchise was tossed 
‘away as so much waste paper at the behest of 
a political boss. Its repeal is being fought with 
all the vigor the prospect of gain invites. It 
in an unneeded and unnecessary franchise. Its 
repeal will not stop urban progress or devel- 
cyment; it will restore freedom to the free 
bridge. The franchise was a piece of exploita- 
tion, a capitalization for private profit of a pub: 
lic asset, a ruthless grab. 

It should be repealed.

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WHAT PLEASED OUR PACEMAKER. 

Thomas A. Edison has fallen in loye with the 
life which takes its time, works deliberately, 
never frets and when it does well is satisfied that 
well done is good enough. 

He found this life in Normandy and other parts 
of rural France whenever he slowed down his 
high-power automobile long enough to look for 
it. ,It delighted him. He found order, content-, 
ment, peace and the results of all these in the 
life of uncapitalized people who showed in work 
well done a settled opinon that life was made to 
live and enjoy. On getting back to Paris, he 
recommends this astonishing novelty for imitation 
in the United States. 

Of course, it is astonishing to Edison. 
our great American pacemaker. We boast that 
he is also the pacemaker for modern civilization. 
We would like to see the man who can get ahead 
of him. But suppose we had all this in the United 
States, what would his pacemaking do to it? As 
a matter of fact, we did have it only a little over 
ten years ago and only a little over ten miles from 


HOSPITAL TROUBLES 

Calloused by a record of years of inefficiency, 
the authorities are inclined to view comparative 
improvement in hospital] conditions es meeting all 
requirements. The present disposition ceems to 
be to disregard absolute efficiency. Otherwise they 
think the investigation has gone far enough. A plan 
to hush up and smooth over is in the hatching. 
If the matter can be compromised politically, there 
will be no more trouble physically, and no more 
trouble—no more riotous publicity is the aim. 

Comptroller Taussig’s views of the wage-raising 
ordinance pending are political and financial. He 
measures its quality by his political predilections 
and his zest for economy. If he didn’t he wouldn’t 
be a competent fiscal officer. 

Hospital Commissioner Morfit’s views, given at 
length in the Post-Dispatch Thursday, are not 
classifiable. He temporizes. He belittles the 
complaints and explains away the blunders. Pre- 
sumably he. reflects the views of the Hospital 
Board which says nothing in particular, looks 
aggrieved and holds executive sessions. 

So it really doesn’t make much difference what 
Taussig says, what Morfit says or what the board 
thinks. What does the bill for the correction of 
the evils do? 

Generally, it increases ine payroll by $225,000 
a year. It provides for 15 additional emplayes, in- 
cluding a diet expert and a druggist. It estab- 
lishes a training school for nurses. It sends many 
employes outside the institutions to live and 
raises their pay instead of providing them with 
board and laundry. None of these is objection- 
able. All are doubtless necessary. But will such 
changes and additions bring the absolute effi- 
ciency needed? ; 

For this we have only Dr. Morfit’s word and per- 
haps the word of the Haspital Board—all of them 
failures by confession in the art of conducting 
the hospital institutions. 

But we have also the facts. 

The testimony is undisputed that the chief 
difficulty is the lack of nurses and attendants. 
In the City Hospital, where there is an average 
of 1500 patients, provision is made in ‘the bill 
for two additional employes—a druggist and a diet 
expert. Is that likely to remedy the defects in 
this institution? | 

In the Sanitarium with 1800 inmates we have 
been told previously by Dr. Morfit that the pa- 
tients there receive ‘‘no more attention than a 
horse in a stable.’’ This statement is confirmed 
and amplified by thé testimony and particular- 
ized by the statement that ‘‘two attendants, one 
inexperienced,’’ are obliged to look after wards 
holding from 40 to 50 persons. 

For this institution the bill provides one ad- 
ditional employe. © 

In the City Infirmary, where conditions were 
worse than anywhere else, where inmates starve 
and crippled patients act as attendants, the bill 
provides for seven additional employes to assist 
in looking after approximately 2000 persons. 

In the Female Hospital the number of em- 
ployes is to be decreased by five, at the Koch 
Hospital it is to be increased by ten for the 90 pa- 
tients, and in the Dispensary, of whose conduct 
no complaint has been made, there are to be 25 
more employes. 

If lack of employes is the trouble in the in- 
stitutions which house 3500 persons, will a 
net increase of 15 employes bring efficiency? 

If, after a trial of 15 months and a shame- 
ful failure, this is the best. the Hospital 
Board and Dr. Morfit can do at an increased 
annual expense of $225,000, they should re- 
sign to the end that changes in the staff may 
begin at the top. 
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When Miss Madeline Force found herself men- 
tioned as Col.. Astor’s financee, she forthwith col- 
lapsed, aS was proper. 
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THE CITY HALL AND THE PAYROLL. 

The proposal to add two stories to the City 
Hall to make room for more officeholders is not 
impressive. Comptroller Taussig testified yes- 
terday that $7,000,000 of the city’s entire revenue 
Nf $10,000,000 is already going for salaries. 

Posgibly it would be better to have fewer of- 
ficéholders and leave the City Hall as it is. It is 
incredible that we need two more floors as much 
as we need to get rid of some of the useless 
officeholders who are at once crowding those who 
are useful and swelling the salary list to its 
present dangerous proximity to all the money the 
city has. 

It would at any rate be bad policy to add the 
additional stories. The politicians would speedily 
fill them, and an officeholder in office, whether of 
any value to the public or not, is a good deal 
harder to dislodge j than a woodchuck. If any- 
one doubts this, let him try to drown or smoke 
out some of the useless officeholders in the City 
Hall now. 

What we ought to do is to take two stories off 
the payroll.

It is said of “The Great Ihision” of Norman 
Angell, a book taking its name from the war 
scare between England and Germany, that in con- 
sequence of its logic mental disarmament has 
been brought about in many of the foremost 
minds of Europe, and it may be said that in a 
general way the vainglorious literature of war 
is a thing of the past. It has been a long series 
of illusions. “I will not raise sons for the bloody 
wars of the politicians of France,” says a woman 
in one of the plays of Brieux, and that protest 
rises always higher above the roar of the seven 
seas. The blessings of war, says William Dean

Without Buying and Selling of 
Players Baseball Could Not 
Exist. 








By HUGH E. KEOUGH 
HAT keeps many a minor league 


W magnate in the ball business, 

and by the same token, what‘ 
keeps many a minor league together, is 
the hope, sometimes realized, of develop- 
ing a player or two tHat will find ready 
sale to a major league club in the nat- 
ural market or in times of keen de- 
mand, such as now prevails, for’ in- 
stance. This opportunity to market the 
product is one of the wise provisions of 
organized baseball. Part of the earnings 
of the larger and more prosperous clubs 
thus are scattered through the prov- 
inces whence the large clubs derive no 
direct patronage. Without this incre- 
ment, few minor league clubs and few 
minor leagues could exist, as the gate 
receipts, taken as a whole, would not 
be adequate to pay the expenses, also 
taken as a whole. 

This is not intended for the, enlighten- 
ment of the baseball scholar or even the 
ordinary fan, who knows the condition 
quite as well as the writer. But the 
“traffic in human chattels,’”” meaning 
ballplayers, is at times handled so 
clumsily as “an economic proposition”, 
by the highbrows, who, if they know 
baseball at all, like to treat it with a 
feeling of aloofness that it is the duty 
of such as have intimate knowledge to 
give of their information in order that 
the molders of higher thought may get 
it right once in a while. 

The buying and selling of baliplayers 
can be made to look “cruel and un- 
usual” through the simple process of re- 
fusing to understand what it’s all 
about. The fact is that professional 
baseball could not live without organ- 
ization, and organized baseball could 
not be under any system but the one 
by which it is now soit 298 tay Believe 
us.

condition, that limits boxing to cer-

Although many of the strongholds of 
the game in this country stand closed 
through the causes outlined, boxing is 
in a healthy condition. The first-c'ass 
exponents of the art are being given a 
sufficient opportunity and are getting 
more for their efforts than their proto-

Cummins demanded-a roll call on ex- 
cusing Oliver.

When Penrose was reached he said 
he had no interest in the measure, be- 
yond obtaining the early adjournment 
of Congress and relieving business ap- 
prehension. He thought it right to 
leave the perfection of the bill to those 
in favor of it. 

La. Follette demanded a roll call 
on excusing Penrose, but conld not 
obtain it. Penrose was excused. The 
other non-voting Senators had escaped 
before their names were called and did 
not offer-any excuses. 

The bitterness will endure for a long 
time.

such that they might otherwise easily 
contract the disease. 

The pupils are selected by the So- 
clety for the Relief and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis, which employs nurses to 
look after the children. The Board of 
Education furnishes the teachers. 
‘Residents in the district fear that 
drainage from the site of the school 
might cause a spread of disease if tu- 
bercular children were permitted to at- 
tend the school. 

At the opening of the school Thurs- 
day 10 children were in attendance. 

The school is on a site owned by the 
Board of Education. It is a frame pa- 
vilion enclosed by wire screens and 
canvas curtains. The children will s‘udy 
and recite in the open air in summer 
and winter.

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—The Evening 
Post in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

“The support which was given to 
prices today, and on which the stock 
market recovered 1 to 2% points, 
came in a manner similar to the sup- 
porting movement of last Monday. 
That ig to say, it originated in Lon- 
don, where practically all of today’s 
advance in American stocks was 
achieved before the New York mar- 
ket began business. 

“The first trasactions in Wall street 
Showed such overnight gains as 1 
point in Steel, 1% in Reading, 114 In 
Southern Pacific. 1% in -—— Pacific 
and 2% in St. Paul. 

“After these early prices had been 
established the market moved more 
or less irregularly, with fractional 
advances and declines, and with busi- 
ness small except in the three stecks, 
Union Pacific, Reading and Steel. 

“By early afternoon, the market as 
a whole had practically ceased to 
move, Showing as little outside re- 
sponses to the introductory support as 
was shown on Monday. 

Lovett's Statement Helps. 

“The initial rise came in connection 
with Judge Lovett’s official denial of 
the “bear rumors” regarding Union 
Pacific's dividend and the relations 
of large ‘inside’ interests. 

“That statement may have cleared 
things up in some minds, but it was 
scarcely necessary, because Wall 
street itself, at any rate, has put just 
as much faith in reports of the sort, 
which have accompanied the decline, 
as it puts in stories of impending 
‘deals’ and ‘melons’ when an excited 
speculation for the rise is approach- 
ing its culmination. 

“Rumors, more or less sensational in 
character, are inevitable incidents on 
either occasion. They are not the cause 
of the rising or falling prices, as the 
case may be, but the consequence; and 
if Wall street pays any serious atten- 
tion to them, that is not because it has 
a& vague idea that somebody else may 
do so. 

“This view of the case sufficiently ex- 
plains why the Union Pacific denial 
failed to inspire the market with en- 
thusiasm.
